000 feot of land measuring beyond bigh- 
fffller mark. 
About In,000 loads of "ravel 


suitable for tbo^use of tho slrool department, 
nre now ou tho properly, and easily accessi- 
ble. There aro two buildings on the prop- 
erty.sald to be worth $'1000 each and lo he 
suitable for barns for the use of the street 
department. The plat presented with tho 
communication represents a tract of land 
measuring 280 feot north nud south and 100 
east and west miuus the uorlhwest corner 
which measures 80 foot north and south, by 
(0 feet east aud west. This plat contains 
11,000 foot of laud inside tin rmdivays, or a 
little less than one ncre. 


This is tho property which it is proposed 


lo purchase, nud for or against tho purchase 
of which Ihe tax payers of tho city will vole 
tomorrow. In its favor it may bo urged that 
it is the most valuable location for a wharf 
in Newport.
